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Students likely will 
end school year in May 


Barring unforeseen circumstances or an unex¬ 
pected spring snow or ice storm, students in the 
Clinton County School District, although going to 
school a few added days in the school year, will be 
able to be out of classes for summer break before 
the last day of May. 

After considerable waiting, making revisions 
and hard work, school officials, primarily by Di¬ 
rector of Pupil Personnel Julie York and Superin¬ 
tendent Charlotte Bernard, are hopeful that a “fi¬ 
nal” revised school calendar is in place. 


That most recent revised version shows the last 
day of classes, as well as Clinton County High 
School 2015 graduation, as being Friday, May 29. 

Because of one of the harshest winters in several 
years and some other reasons that caused schools 
to be closed up through early March, a total of 16 
days total had been missed. 

Clinton County, although suffering through 
having to change the calendar more than once, was

It was primarily routine business at the regular 
meeting of the Clinton County Board of Education 
Monday evening, March 16 with five of six board 
members present for the 50-minute session. 

The board first presented a certificate to Albany 
Elementary teacher Jennifer Martin in recognition 
of her obtaining her National Board Certification, a 
feat that only a small percentage of teachers obtain. 
Martin will be recognized for the honor next Tues¬ 
day, March 24 in Frankfort. 

Martin said to obtain the certification, it took a 
lot of hard work but noted it was worth the effort 
in her being able to teach better in the classroom 
and attributed some of the success to her mentor, 
Connie Gregory. 

The board then approved consent items on the 


agenda, including minutes of previous meetings, 
subsequent disbursements, paying claims and bills 
and granting a family medical leave for Sarah Gos- 
ser from February 14 through March 1. 

Finance Director Mike Reeves then gave the 
monthly finance report, noting the cash balance 
was up in February and the district, financially, is 
where it should be. He also noted he was working 
on the upcoming fiscal year working budget and 
would go into more detail on the numbers with the 
board at their next work session in April. 

Board Chairperson Paula Key then gave the 
monthly personnel report, as follows:

New ambulance joins 
Clinton EMS fleet 


The Clinton County Emergency Services, after 
literally a wait of a couple of years in the making, 
picked up a new and much needed ambulance to 
add to its fleet last week. 

The new truck was picked up in Shelbyville, 
Tennessee on Friday, March 13, two days after 
Clinton Fiscal Court held a call meeting to transfer 
the necessary funds to make the purchase of the 
2014 Chevrolet model vehicle. 

The total cost was $91,650 but the bulk of the 
cost—all but $21,650—was in the form of $70,000 
from two grants, one a $50,000 UDSA grant and 
another $20,000 from the Kentucky Emergency 
Services Board. 

According to Director of Emergency Services 
Lonnie Scott, the process of obtaining the new am¬ 
bulance has been somewhat lengthy for a couple 


of reasons. 

The original grant application was filed about 
three years ago, but there were delays due to grant 
funds being available and once they were, there 
were another delay in having the chassis for the 
new truck built. Scott said that due to the high de¬ 
mand for new ambulances, Chevy was behind on 
the construction and that caused a delay of several 
more months before the new vehicle could actually 
be obtained. 

The new ambulance will replace an older one 
that now has well over 200,000 miles, leaving the 
total ambulance fleet at five. 

Scott said it has been about six years since a new 
ambulance was obtained by the local EMS. “We’d

Talking to your 
children about drugs

Many conversations are hard to start. One of these conversations 
may be talking to your children about drugs. There are many differ¬ 
ent ways to talk about this subject that could make it less stressful for 
the both of you. 

Children may hear about drugs and abuse from many different 
places. They also may learn by seeing family members use a drug, 
such as a daily medication, at home. Your child may have questions 
about drugs, both prescribed and illegal. 

Starting the conversation about drug use and abuse may make the 
most sense after a school presentation. This could open the door for 
conversation about the topics discussed during the program and al¬ 
low the child to ask questions. 

It is important to remember to keep the conversation private when 
talking about drugs and drug use. Answer your child’s questions hon¬ 
estly. Also, make sure that there is enough time for you and your 
child to talk. Do not rush through the conversation and make sure 
that all of their questions are answered. 

If you child does not have a school program about drug use ap¬ 
proaching, you may want to start a discussion by talking about your 
own medicine cabinet. If you, your child or other family member 
takes a daily medication you may want to explain the reason for that 
medication. You can talk about how the drug was prescribed by a 
doctor, why only a certain amount is to be taken daily, and the impor¬ 
tance of taking only the prescribed amount. You may find that your 
child has questions about other medicines in the cabinet that are not 
taken regularly or ones that he or she has taken in the past. 

Talk to your child about being sure that he or she only takes medi¬ 
cine from someone that he or she knows or trusts such as a parent, 
family member or doctor. As a parent, make sure you keep drugs 
stored out of reach from children. For even more protection, install a 
safety lock on the medicine cabinet. If you take a regular medication, 
make sure to put it away when you are done. This can prevent a child 
from mistaking the drug for something else that is edible. 

While it’s a difficult subject to approach, studies have shown that 
when parents talk to their children about drugs, their children are 50 
percent less likely to use or misuse drugs. Talking to your child about 
responsible drug use may help them in the future.

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A Monticello man was in¬ 
jured in a shooting incident that 
occurred at the Monticello Motel 
on Wednesday, March 4. 

According to information 
released by the Wayne County 
Major Case Task Force, Bobby 
Piercy, 30, of Monticello, suf¬ 
fered an apparent gunshot wound 
to the head.

Daily News) 

Promises of huge paydays 
that crumble into dust, tapped- 
out wells promoted as mon¬ 
ey-making gushers, investors 
conned out of thousands of dol¬ 
lars by scammers making slick 
presentations about their touted 
oil and gas holdings, with the 
scammers spending the money 
on themselves. 

Those are the hallmarks of 
fraudulent schemes familiar to 
law enforcement officials inves¬ 
tigating people whose dubious 
claims led trusting victims to 
give their money in the hopes 
their investments would lead to 
profitable returns. 

This area has seen multiple in¬ 
carnations of this scam over the 
years. 

Last week, Mark Cornell, who 
owns property in Warren County, 
pleaded guilty to securities fraud 
in U.S. District Court in Eastern 
Kentucky, admitting his role in a 
scheme that defrauded investors 


out of $3 million. 

Cornell acknowledged acting 
as operator of oil wells in Barren, 
Monroe and Cumberland coun¬ 
ties while others sold invest¬ 
ments in the wells. 

Court records show his co¬ 
defendants misled investors with 
false information about the wells 
to make it appear they were pro¬ 
ducing substantial amounts of 
oil. 

Cornell’s case is just one of 
several in the area that involved 
criminal charges and investors 
losing large sums of money. 

“Frequently, what you get is 
an operator that advertises on 
the Internet that have a very lu¬ 
crative prospect...what typically 
happens is there’s no prospect at 
all,” said Bowling Green attorney 
John Caudill, a former federal 
prosecutor who has represented 
several people in civil cases in¬ 
volving claims of investor fraud. 
“It seems very lucrative unless 
you do your due diligence and 
look into the prospect, but unfor¬ 
tunately, some people don’t and 
they wire large sums of money as 
investors in exchange for a roy¬ 
alty interest in the project.” 

Caudill represented a Cana¬ 
dian investor, Kyle Coutu, who 
sued Cornell and his company, 
JMACK Energy, in Warren Cir¬ 
cuit Court for fraud and breach of 
contract. 

Coutu sent $52,580 in two in¬ 
vestments to Cornell, who told 
the investor he anticipated the oil 
well would produce 10 to 17 bar¬ 
rels of oil a day and a full return 
on investment within the first 
month, according to the lawsuit. 

No royalties were paid to 
Coutu after several months, and 
Cornell cut off communication 
with him after receiving the sec¬ 
ond investment. 

A $167,740 judgment was en¬ 
tered last year against Cornell in 
the case, court records show. 

Last year, Anthony Young was 
sentenced to 33 months in prison 
after pleading guilty in federal 
court in Bowling Green to mail 
fraud, securities fraud and sev¬ 
eral other criminal counts. 

Young, the former CEO of 
Young Oil Co. in Metcalfe Coun¬ 
ty, admitted fraudulently solicit¬ 
ing investments in his company 
in 2007 and 2008 for three oil 
partnerships in Kentucky and 
Tennessee. 

Court documents claimed 
Young told investors he was 
spending $750,000 of their 
money for drilling costs of three 
wells, when in fact he was spend¬ 
ing it on himself. He also failed 
to file income tax returns for 
2005 and 2006, according to 
court records, leading to a charge 
of tax evasion for which he also 
pleaded guilty. 

The company went bankrupt 
in 2009, the same year a judge 
in Franklin Circuit Court found 
Young and his company commit¬ 
ted fraud and violated the Ken¬ 
tucky Securities Act. 

The Better Business Bureau 
of Louisville, Southern Indiana 
and Western Kentucky is famil¬ 
iar with many of the schemes that 
eventually make their way to the 
court system. 

“It does seem that Bowling 
Green, over the years, has been 
a hotbed of activity in that area,” 
said Charlie Mattingly, president 
of the BBB branch that covers 
the area. 

David Rose, the disgraced 
Bowling Green businessman 
who was imprisoned in 2010 for 
52 months for tax evasion and 
for conning investors in his Robo 
Enterprises oil and gas well com¬ 
pany out of millions of dollars, 
resurfaced in the news this year 
when federal authorities in Ten¬ 
nessee accused him, his son Bri¬ 
an Rose and several others of en¬ 
gaging in a similar Ponzi scheme 
involving coal leases. 

Brian Rose pleaded guilty in 
U.S. District Court in Eastern 
Tennessee to his role in the con¬ 
spiracy, which authorities say 
involved numerous people swin¬ 
dling $15 million from investors, 
with the money largely funding 
regular living expenses and lav¬ 
ish purchases such as race cars, 
horses and gambling trips instead 
of the coal mining operation. 

Three of the co-defendants in 
that case are from Warren Coun¬ 
ty. 

Mattingly said the David Rose 
case made people more aware of 
the potential pitfalls of investing, 
but people can still be taken in by 
scams. 

“I’d be very leery to accept 
any business in oil and gas trans¬ 
actions unless I felt really com¬ 
fortable with them,” Mattingly 


said. “Kentucky has relatively 
fertile ground in terms of oil and 
natural gas wells.” 

In 2013, 63 Kentucky coun¬ 
ties held a total of 12,547 oil 
wells producing 795 million 
barrels, and Warren County pro¬ 
duced 64,413 barrels of oil in 
2012, according to the Kentucky 
Geological Survey. 

Caudill said would-be inves¬ 
tors should ask for a copy of the 
lease so an attorney can review 
it, and should also ask an opera¬ 
tor for an operator’s agreement 
and any production records. 

Would-be investors should 
contact other investors in the 
project and verify the existence 
of the actual oil lease with the 
county clerk’s office. 

The Kentucky Geological 
Survey has a map of working and 
abandoned oil and gas wells that 
users can also consult. 

“People that work in this busi¬ 
ness know the legitimate opera¬ 
tors for the most part in this area 
and the ones that are not,” Caudi¬ 
ll said. “A lot of illegitimate op¬ 
erators prey on innocent people 
that are definitely not well versed 
in the oil and gas industry. (Vic¬ 
tims) have access to some money 
and they’re enticed by the pros¬ 
pect of making 10 or 20 times 
the money they have without any 
effort.” 

Drilling partnerships can be 
financially risky, and fraudulent 
deals can be structured with the 
limited partnership in one state, 
the operation and oil well in an¬ 
other state and investors based in 
still other states, decreasing the 
chance of an investor actually 
visiting a well site or company 
headquarters. 

The BBB encourages people 
to be aware of sales pitches that 
promise a can’t miss investment 
or one with minimal risks, guar¬ 
anteed returns on investment or 
a special private deal open to a 
lucky few investors. 

Sales pitches that ask for 
money to be sent immediately 
because only a few interests re¬ 
main to be sold should also be 
treated skeptically, according to 
the BBB. 

“When it sounds too good to 
be true, it is too good to be true,” 
Caudill said. 



Two Tompkinsville men 
were arrested Sunday afternoon, 
March 8, after eight metham- 
phetamine labs, five of which 
were actively “cooking” were 
located at a residence on Center 
Point Road. 

Joshua Lee Bryant, 28, and 
Nicholas L. Birge, 30, both of 
Tompkinsville, were arrested 
at the scene and charged with a 
multitude of drug-related charg¬ 
es including 15 counts of wan¬ 
ton endangerment (six of which 
are endangerment of a police 
officer), manufacturing meth- 
amphetamine in the first degree, 
possession of a controlled sub¬ 
stance (methamphetamine) buy/ 
possession of a controlled sub¬ 
stance (methamphetamine) and 
buy/possession of drug para¬ 
phernalia. The case is still un¬ 
der investigation, Sheriff Dale 
“Frog” Ford said. 

Ford and deputies T.J. Hes- 
tand, Mark Elam, Lucas Ger¬ 
alds, Charles Smith and Nick 
Joinville, were all on scene and 
Ford noted the investigation was 
ongoing. Geralds dismantled the 
labs and noted that, in his opin¬ 
ion, this was an extremely large 
methamphetamine manufactur¬ 
ing operation. 

“This was the second lab in 
a span of less than two weeks,” 
Ford said. “Being able to act 
on anonymous tips, such as the 
one we received in this case, is 
crucial. We ask anyone with in¬ 
formation about any suspicious 
activities, such as this, call our 
tipline at 270-487-0601.”

the commission go over the or¬ 
dinance line by line to ensure that 
each person was “comfortable 
with what we’re passing.” 

After 90 minutes of discus¬ 
sions, the commission voted to 
approve the second reading of 
the ordinance, which took effect 
Thursday, March 12. 

The new ordinance outlines 
issues such as dangerous trees 
adjoining a street, accumulation 
of rubbish, storage of explosives 
and property grown up with 
weeds, unsanitary animal enclo¬ 
sures, junk or scrap metal (along 
with cars in an inoperative condi¬ 
tion.) 

Those found to be in noncom¬ 
pliance will be given five days 
notice to remedy the situation 
and if it is not taken care of the 
city will clean up the property 
and place a lien for expenses, in¬ 
cluding labor and materials. 

Anyone found in noncompli¬ 
ance will also be subject to a fine 
of no less than $25 and also no 
more than $250 for each offense. 



A lengthy discussion at the 
end of the meeting of the Russell 
County Fiscal Court on Monday, 
March 9 led to a vote to recog¬ 
nize the state regulations on 
poultry farming as the binding 
regulations of the county. 

Under state regulations there 
must be 15 acres of land for one 
to two poultry houses and five 
additional acres for each addi¬ 
tional poultry house. 

The state regulations require 
a set-back distance of 500 feet 
from dwellings, 1,500 feet from 
schools, churches, city limits and 
public parks, 75 feet from prop¬ 
erty lines, 150 from state and 
federal roadways, 100 feet from 
county roadways, 150 feet from 
water bodies, 150 feet from sink 
holes and 300 feet from wells. 

The regulations also address 
many issues of storage of feed, 
waste management, mortality 
disposal, water quality and other 
things. 

County Attorney Kevin 
Shearer said that an ordinance 
or resolution following the state 
guidelines were not needed but 
was at the fiscal court’s discre¬ 
tion. 

Magistrate Steve Richardson 
voiced concern at not adopting 
a more stringent ordinance after 
not being satisfied with the state 
response to a recent incident in 
district one, seemingly alluding 
to the rendering plant which was 
permanently closed by court in¬ 
junction. 

Judge Robertson and others 
said they have heard there is in¬ 
terest in building poultry farming 
operations within the county. 

The court voted four to one 
to adopt the state’s regulations 
as the county’s, with Magistrate 
Richardson voting no.

we have enough of them then we 
won’t have to add the nine year 
olds to that group.” 

With the boys, Mason said 
the middle school is allow¬ 
ing fifth graders to play middle 
school baseball this year, so that 
might slow down signups for the 
league’s 11 to 12 year old group. 

“They were kind enough to 
give me a schedule so we can 
work around that,” Mason said. 
“We want to let the parents know 
that we are not going to interfere 
with that schedule, so maybe that 
will help and we can get the kids 
to play.”

still more fortunate than many 
other areas of the state insofar as 
total days missed. 

The school board approved 
the revised school calender at 
its regular meeting on Monday 
night, after reviewing the chang¬ 
es in depth at a work session last 
Thursday afternoon at the Cen¬ 
tral Office.

Sad news from Louisville 

Native Clinton Countian and now Louisville 
resident Sarah Anderson informed me this week 
of the passing of William A. “Bill” Kidd, a for¬ 
mer head boys basketball coach at Clinton County 
High School. 

Kidd, 87, led our Bulldogs for three seasons be¬ 
ginning with the 1954-55 campaign, through his 
final 1956-57 season here, finishing with a 37-40 
win/loss record. 

Clinton County was his first coaching job after 
he graduated from the University of Louisville, 
where he played for the Cardinals under then head 
coach Peck Hickman. 

Some of the more recognizable names who 
played for Coach Kidd during his tenure here 
include, Tony Sloan, Sid Scott, Walton Haddix, 
Warinner Anderson, Phillip McFarland, Louis 
Brummett and Wayne Jones, just to name a few. 

Among those who began their local playing 
days under Kidd, yet finished under his replace¬ 
ment, Lindle Castle, included Jim DeForest, Jack¬ 
ie Latham, Bill Perdue and J.G. Woodrum - again, 



just to mention a few. 

I only met Coach Kidd on one occasion, when 
he was visiting with Tony Sloan many years ago 
while on one of his many fishing trips to Lake 
Cumberland and Sloan’s marina at the time, Grid¬ 
er Hill Dock.

The board, on a motion by Ju¬ 
nior Cecil, approved the amend¬ 
ed 2014-15 school calendar.

Cecil said after the meeting 
that although he would have pre¬ 
ferred students not have to go to 
school on election day, as will 
be the case this year, he noted 
if they had used it as an off day, 
school would have gone into 
June, a scenario which no one 
wanted. 

The board then approved a 
contract for nonresident pupils 
between Clinton County and the 
Somerset Independent School 
District for the next three school 
years, ending in 2017-18 and ap¬ 
proved the Clinton County High 
School Cheerleaders Spirit Week 
fundraiser to be conducted April 
20-24 for the benefit of Relay 
For Life. 

The board then approved an 
agreement between the Kentucky 
Transportation Cabinet, Division 
of Driver Licensing, and Clinton 
County High School for the use 
of facilities in the distribution of 
classroom instruction associated 
with the Kentucky Graduated Li¬ 
censing Program. 

The high school allows the 
Transportation Cabinet the use 
of a classroom to conduct classes 
for 16-year-old would-be driv¬ 
ers who are applying for their in¬ 
termediate driver’s license. 


Superintendent Bernard then 
gave the monthly attendance 
report for the sixth month of 
school, running from mid-Jan¬ 
uary through most of Febru¬ 
ary.

Two meth labs found at same 
location a month apart 


Two meth labs have been 
seized in the past month by the 
Clinton County Sheriff’s Depart¬ 
ment, with help from the Albany 
Police Department and the Ken¬ 
tucky State Police.

Texas Western defeats Kentucky in NCAA finals 

March 19, 1966 

On March 19, 1966, Texas Western College defeated the University of Kentucky in the NCAA 
men’s college basketball final at Cole Field House in College Park, Maryland. This marked the first time 
an all-black starting five had won the NCAA championship. 

The top-ranked University of Kentucky men’s basketball team was favored in the final over the 
third-ranked Miners. Adolph Rupp, Kentucky’s coach from 1930 to 1972, recruited almost exclusively 
inside Kentucky, earning the nickname “The Baron of Bluegrass.” Like many other coaches of the 
time, Rupp neither recruited nor played African-American players. Using exclusively white players, 
Rupp eventually established the most successful coaching career in college history: He had four national 
championships to his credit, one NIT title and was on his way to 876 wins, a record number upon his 
retirement in 1972. 

Texas Western, now the University of Texas at El Paso (UTEP), had been led by Coach Don Haskins 
since 1961. Haskins, who inherited an integrated team, continued to recruit black players and taught his 
team the “swinging gate” defensive style he had learned as a player at Oklahoma A & M (now Oklahoma 
State) under legendary coach Henry Iba. Haskins’ 1966 team was led by Bobby Joe Hill, a guard from 
Detroit, and Willie Worsley, a guard from New York City, while the Kentucky team featured guard Pat 
Riley, who went on to win NBA championships as coach of the Los Angeles Lakers and Miami Heat. In 
the NCAA finals, Texas Western took control in the first half and never relinquished the lead. Their tough 
defense disrupted the offense of the Wildcats, who showed signs of exhaustion after a hard-fought game 
against number-two Duke in the semi-final. 

Western Texas’ journey to the 1966 NCAA championship was depicted in the 2006 film Glory Road. 

Questioning history... 

What is so unlucky about the number 13? 

Researchers estimate that at least 10 percent of the U.S. population has a fear of the number 13, and 
each year the even more specific fear of Friday the 13, known as paraskevidekatriaphobia, results in 
financial losses in excess of $800 million annually, as people avoid marrying, traveling or in the most 
severe cases, even working. But what’s so unlucky about the number 13, and how did this numerical 
superstition get started? 

An early myth surrounding the origin of the fear involved one of the world’s oldest legal documents, 
the Code of Hammurabi, which reportedly omitted a 13th law from its list of legal rules. In reality, the 
omission was no more than a clerical error made by one of the document’s earliest translators who failed 
to include a line of text—in fact, the code doesn’t numerically list its laws at all. 

Mathematicians and scientists, meanwhile, point to preeminence of the number 12, often considered 
a “perfect” number, in the ancient world. The ancient Sumerians developed numeral system based on 
the use of 12 that is still used for measuring time today; most calendars have 12 months; a single day is 
comprised of two 12-hour half days, etc. Following so closely on the heels of a “perfect” number, some 
argue, the poor 13 was sure to be found lacking and unusual. This fear of the unknown would seem to 
play into two other popular theories for the number’s unlucky connotation, both of which revolve around 
the appearance of a 13th guest at two ancient events: In the Bible, Judas Iscariot, the 13th apostle to ar¬ 
rive at the Last Supper, is the person who betrays Jesus. Meanwhile ancient Norse lore holds that evil 
and turmoil were first introduced in the world by the appearance of the treacherous and mischievous god 
Loki at a dinner party in Valhalla. He was the 13th guest, upsetting the balance of the 12 gods already 
in attendance. 

It also seems as if unexplained fears surrounding the number 13 are a primarily Western construct. 
Some cultures, including the Ancient Egyptians, actually considered the number lucky, while others 
have simply swapped numbers as the base of their phobias—4 is avoided in much of Asia, for example. 
According to the Stress Management Center and Phobia Institute in Asheville, North Carolina, more 
than 80 percent of hi-rise buildings in the United States do not have a 13th floor, and the vast majority of 
hotels, hospitals and airports avoid using the number for rooms and gates as well. But in much of East 
and Southeast Asia, where tetraphobia is the norm, you’d be hard-pressed to find much use of the number 
4 in private or public life, thanks to similar sounds for the Chinese language (and Chinese-influenced 
linguistic sub-groups) words for “four” and “death.”

Bulldogs play in state tourney Thursday 

Biggest team in the Fifth Region, Clinton County High proved Saturday night that when the chips 
were down, it was the best, too. 

Coach Lindle Castle’s Bulldogs edged past 20th District rival Metcalfe County, 65-62, in an over¬ 
time thriller before nearly 4,500 fans to bag its first regional championship in history at Bowling Green 
High’s arena. 

It was a tremendous victory for the Bulldogs. Standout guard Jack Latham, who at 5-foot-11 is the 
smallest of the Albany giants, packed 19 of his 24 points into the fourth quarter period to give the Bull¬ 
dogs their margin. 

John Blevins led the losers with 24 points and got 15 of his in the last quarter and the overtime. 

The new champions, whose starting five averages just a shade under 6-foot-3, meet the 2nd Region 
winners, Hopkinsville Attucks, in the opening game of Thursday night’s State Tournament session at 
Freedom Hall in Louisville. The Bulldogs go into the game with a 22-4 record, while the Attucks have 
a 22-7 record. 

Metcalfe County led 38-33 going into the fourth period, but had to come from behind on Don 
Pierce’s free throw with 12 seconds to play to force the overtime. 

Pierce’s single, he then missed a second free toss that could have won for Metcalfe, tied the score at 
57-all. Latham missed a 12-foot jumper at the buzzer, the ball bouncing twice on the rim before falling 
off. 

It was all Clinton County in the extra period. 

Metcalfe hit a sizzling .590 percentage from the field, against modest .379 marksmanship for the 
winners, but the Bulldogs extracted 19 errors from the Hornets while Clinton, playing a superbly con¬ 
trolled game, lost the ball just six times all night. Clinton had a 42-38 edge in rebounds with Conner 
clearing 17 in a standout role. Besides his strong backboard play, Bob Reneau’s hook shots and excellent 
defensive play were contributing factors to the Bulldogs’ victory. Substitutes R. Reneau and Stockton 
played like champions too. 

Making the All-Fifth Region team were Bill Perdue, Jack Latham, and Wilkie Skip worth.

Seasons of Noteability 

The Fabulous Five: The 1948 team not only won the NCAA title, but provided the core of the United 
States 1948 Olympic team that won the gold medal in the London Games. 

The 1954 Undefeated Team, which went 25-0 in the regular season and defeated LSU in a playoff 
to earn the SEC bid to the NCAA tournament. However, several of the team’s players had technically 
graduated during the 1954 season and were prohibited from tournament play. Despite the wishes of the 
players, Rupp refused to allow the team to play in the tournament, thus leading to the team’s reputation 
as one of the best teams ever to fail to win an NCAA title. 

The Fiddlin’ Five: The 1958 team was given its nickname by Rupp due to his perception that they 
tended to “fiddle” early in games. However, they would right their ship in time to give Rupp his fourth 
and last national title. 

Rupp’s Runts: The 1966 team, with no starter taller than 6’5”, was arguably the most beloved in UK 
history. Despite its lack of size, it used devastating defensive pressure and a fast-paced offense to take 
a 27-1 record and top national ranking into the NCAA final against Texas Western. With the Kentucky 
team devastated by the flu, however, the Miners would deny Rupp another title. Future NBA coach and 
Hall-of Famer Pat Riley was a starter on this team. So was NBA star Louie Dampier. Both players were 
named All-Americans in 1966. Sportscaster Larry Conley was also a starter, along with Tom Kron and 
Thad Jaracz. All five starters were All-SEC selections in 1966. 


“The Season Without Celebration”: Going into the 1977-78 season, the Wildcats faced perhaps the 
most suffocating expectations of any UK team. As freshmen, that year’s senior class lost in the 1975 final 
to UCLA in John Wooden’s final game as the Bruins’ head coach.
